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DETAILED ACTION 
Receipt and entry of Applicant's Preliminary Amendment filed on March 16, 2004 is 
acknowledged. 

Claims 1 and 2 have been canceled. Claim 3 has been added. Claim 3 remains under 
consideration in this office action. 

Oath/Declaration 

1. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37 

CFR 1.67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is required. See 

MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: the full name of each inventor (family name 
and at least one given name together with any initial) has not been set forth. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such fiiU, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. A high pressure valve (36) 
connects to the expanding chamber (26) through the one-way valve (32). What are the fluid 
passage inlet and a fluid passage outlet of this device? In other words, what are exactly the fluid 
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inlet passage connecting to the hydraulic motor and the fluid outlet passage connecting to the 
hydraulic motor? For example, U.S. 3,892,503, such elements are represented in Fig. 1 by box 
labeled pressure and exhaust and by lines extending from the selector valve (80), pressure bore 
(17) and exhaust bore (18). U.S. 4,767,292, Fig. 1 shows the element of hydrauUc system (10) 
having a pump (32) is in fluid communication with inlet passage (22) and outlet passage (24) is 
in fluid communication with the reservoir (34). 

Claim Suggestions 

3. This language along with corresponding reference numerals should be incorporated into 
the specification and drawings; therefore, applicants are suggested to correct claims 1-3 as 
following: 

- claim 3, page 5, line 24, 'from the first oil passageway to the oil chambers'' should be 
changed to -from the oil chambers to the first oil passageway — . 

- claim 3, page 6, line 3, 'from the chambers towards the fluid valve means'' should be 
changed to —from the fluid valve means towards the chambers—.
